A plan whereby ten or more farm­ 
ers or farm women can form home 
classes in ag riculture or domestic 
science and receive the textbooks, 
lectures, lantern slides, laboratory 
and cooking equipment necessary <to 
conduct them lia» been devised by 
the P. S. Department o f Ag riculture 
in eo-operation 
with 
Ag ricultural 
Colleg es o f certain States. 


The object o f the plan is to make 
accessible at home, to 
men 
aim 
women who have not the tima or 
means to attend the reg ular coul>es 
at the 
colleg es, 
practical 
short 
courses in ag riculture 
and 
hoiai 
manag ement especially 
adapted to 
their districts. These courses, which 
will consist o f 15 to 20 lectures, and 
w ill consume five or more weeks*, « ah 
he arrang ed to suit the spare time 
and convenience o f each g roup o f 
people. 


The courses to he offered at first 
are poultry raising , fruit g rowing , 
^oils, cheese manufacturing , dairy­ 
ing , butter making , and farm book­ 
keeping ; and for the women especi­ 
ally, course's in 
the 
preparation, 
cooking and use o f veg etable and 
cereal foods. 
The Department wjll 
supply lectures and lantern 
slide* 
covering these subjects, 
and 
the 
states which have ag reed 
to 
operate in the plan will leud to each 
g roup laboratory ami cookipg 
opr 
piti;alus valued at $ 190 and a refer­ 
ence library. 
The

lectures will he made >o complete 
that each g roup can safely appoint 
one o f its members as. study leader 
to direct the work o f the course, 


Wlie.n a g roup has decided t»> oak» 
up the work, the State wIncline*)? 
operates sends an ag ent with jtlie 
Department 
representative 
to 
or­ 
g anize a sample eipss and assist the 
leader whom they elect in laying out 
the work and in showing him the 
best methods o f 
procedure. 
The 
classes commonly are held 
from 
8:90 to 12:99 in the morning ami 
from 1 :(•(> to 4:99 in the afternoon, 
two or three days each week. 
The 
sessio ns are not held every day, so 
that the members will have time to 
attend to their farm duties in be­ 
tween the sessio ns, as well as before 
and after the instruction 
period. 
The classes meet commonly' at the 
most convenient farmhouse. 
Dur­ 
ing the 
morning 
hours, 
textbook 
work is done. 
In the afternoon lab­ 
oratory work is conducted, ajid the 
women who have elected to take the 
domestic science courses have prac­ 
tical lesso ns in cooking . 


As soon as a class is establish­ 
ed. the State org anizer withdraws to 
start a class in some other district. 
The work thereafter is left in charg e 
o f th<‘ leader, who receives assist­ 
ance by mail from the colleg e, or the 
Department in carrying on the work. 


A< there is no reg ularly paid in­ 
structor, classes can he carried on 
all over the State as rapidly’ as the 
colleg e org anizer 
can 
visit 
the 
g roups, and as quickly as the lab­ 
oratory sets supplied by the colleg e 
become available. 
The local leader 
will preside during the reading o f 
the lectures and 
references, 
for 
which full texts and lantern slides 
are supplied by the Department. 
He 
will a l s o he responsible for the lab­ 
oratory equipment. 
Every one who 
completes the course will receive a 
certificate from the State Colleg e. 
Not all o f the States 
have 
yet 
ag reed to cooperate in this 
plan. 
Last winter experiments along these 
lines were carried out successfully 
in Pennsylvania, and thi> h a s stimu­ 
lated an interest in the method in 
other States. 
In one o f 
the 
Penn­ 
sylvania classes more 
men 
applied 
than could he accomodated, and all 


o f the 29 men and 15 women who be­ 
g an the course completed it. 
Penn­ 
sylvania is now arrang ing for more 
classes, while M assachusetts, Michi­ 
g an, Vermont and Florida expect to 
take up the work. Other States such 
as Maine, New York, New’ 
J ersey, 
and Delaware have 
sig nified 
their 
willing ness to cooperate. 
Ordinarily a colleg e in a state us­ 
ually applies 
to 
the 
Department 
seeking its cooperation, when suffici­ 
ent interest has been shown in the 
plan in several communities 
where 
ten or more people have soug ht the 
instruction. 
For financial reasons, 
certain colleg es are not so able to 
eng ag e in the work as are others. 
The advantag e claimed fo r 
the 
new home courses with local leader 
and laboratory equipment over the 
ordinary correspondence courses 
is 
that only a small percentag e o f those 
who take the individual correspond­ 
ence course finish it. 
Studying in a 
g roup, with laboratory work and a 
leader, seems to stimulate the inter­ 
est and add 
a social feature which 
lead the members o f the g roup to fo l­ 
low the work 
conscientiously7 
and 
complete it. 
Experiments with free 
correspondence courses show that 
while inanv individuals g ain advan­ 
tag e from them, many others, be­ 
cause the material is furnished free, 
do not feel the same oblig ation to 
complete them as they do when they 
pay a substantial sum o f money for 
the instruction.

Farmers ov er the State hav e ex - 
perienced a great amount of diffieul- 
ty in getting serum that will giv e 
sa tisfa ction for 
v accinating 
pur­ 
poses. 
The ex tensiv e campaign that 
is under way by workers sent out by 
Purdue Univ ersity will help to right 
the farmers in their v iews of select­ 
ing serum 
and 
v accinating 
their 
herds. 
“ One of the 
complications 
met 
with in the 
v accination 
of 
hogs 
a ga inst hog cholera" sa y s Dr. I). B. 
Clark of the Veterinary Department, 
“ is that the hogs die of cholera in 
from eight to fourteen day s 
from 
the date of v accination. 
This is due 
to the fa ct that either too small a 
dose of serum is giv en, or the serum 
did not contain a sufficient number 
of anti-bodies or war lacking in po­ 
tency . as it is termed, to withstand 
the ex posure which was giv en 
the 
hogs by injecting the cholera v irms.’ 
“ We hav e found in manufactur­ 
ing serum that, in order to 
obtain 
potent 
serum, 
the 
hy perimmunes 
must he injected with 
v irus 
taken 
from 
h o g s affected 
with 
acuta 
cholera.” 
“ Some of the commercial 
serum 
companies hav e been obtaining their 
v irus by purchasing sick hogs, eith­ 
er from farmers or out of the stock 
y ards, and as they are not able to 
ascertain how long these hogs hav -# 
been ex posed, a large percentage of 
this cholera blood comes from hogs 
hav ing a chronic form of the dis­ 
ease. 
J f the purchased hogs are af-> 
feeted with chronic cholera, we hav o 
found that this makes the serum of 
a v ery low potency . 
The potency o£ 
serum may again be weakened bv 
not injecting a sufficient amount of 
v irus into the hy perimmunes, or it, 
may lie due to breeding the hy per­ 
immunes too many times without re­ 
injecting them with v irus. 
“ The 
v eterinarian,” 
sa y s 
Dr. 
Clark, “ should ex ercise the greatest, 
care in selecting serum, and the fa r­ 
mers should not permit the v a ccin­ 
ation of his hogs unless ho 
knows 
that the serum was obtained from 
some reliable firm.”

The first nine months’ operations 
of the new tariff law showed a for­ 
eign commerce 
of 
$.‘1,243,506,8 40, 
being, with one exception, the lar­ 
gest total ever shown for a like per­ 
iod, and falling only 2.17 per cent 
below the high record made in the 
Oetober-June period of 19 12-13. 
Imports, according to 
the 
offi­ 
cial figures of the Bureau of For­ 
eign and Domestic Commerce, De­ 
partment of Commerce, in the nine 
months 
ended 
with 
June 
last 
amounted to $1,446,127,49 1, against 
$1,364,765,233 in the corresponding 
period one year ago and $1,28 4,09 3,- 
701 in the like period two years ago. 


Free merchandise imported dur­ 
ing the first nine months 
of 
the 
present tariff law aggregated $8 9 3,- 
602,100 forming 61.8 per 
cent 
of 
the total imports, 
compared 
with 
54.9 per cent, in the corresponding 
period a year earlier. 


The high-record 
imports 
noted 
above resulted chiefly from a mark­ 
ed increase in foodstuffs, amounting 
to 73 million dollars in the first nine 
months of the new tariff period, and 
smaller increases in 
manufactures 
and raw materials. 
Partially com­ 
pleted manufactures imported 
fell 
off about 14 per cent. 
Exports during the nine months 
under review totaled $1,79 7,439 ,349 , 
with one exception the largest Octo­ 
ber-June total ever shown, being 7.8 
per 
cent 
below the 
high 
record 
made in the corresponding j>eriod of 
anv earlier vear. 
The falling off in 


exports, which had been somewhat 


pronounced in the period from No­ 


vember to May last, seems to have 
about culminated, since the figures 
for June were only $6,28 5,465 below 
June of last year and 
were 
con­ 
siderably more than those of any 
prior June in the history of the ex­ 
port trade. 
The decrease 
in 
exports 
was 
chiefly in foodstuffs, a reflection of 
the shortage in the domestic supply, 
which also manifested itself in lar­ 
ger importations of that class. For­ 
eign requirements of American pro­ 
ducts for manufacturing 
purposes 
were slightly less than in the same 
period a year ago, a falling off of 
30 million dollars being noted in the 
exports of partially 
manufactured 
materials and an increase of 32 mil­ 
lion in the exports of raw materials. 
Finished manufactures exported in 
the nine months decreased 51 mil­ 
lion dolars, as compared with a de­ 
crease of 9 9 million in foodstuffs. 


Customs receipts under the new 
tariff for the period from October 4, 
19 13, to June 30, 19 14, amounted to 
$206,473,502, or 
$23,000,000 
per 
month. 
As a revenue producer the 
existing 
tariff compares 
favorably 
with other tariff laws enacted in the 
last 25 years. 
Taking the monthly 
average custom receipts 
for 
the 
entire periods in which the respee- 
tivc tariffs remained in forces it is 
found that the present law, while 
yielding somewhat less revenue than 
the Payne law, i» slightly more re­ 
munerative than the Dingley law and 
one and a half times as productive 
as the McKinley and Wilson laws. 
The aggregate customs receipts dur­ 
ing nine months under the Under­ 
wood tariff law were $206,473,502, 
or 23 million per month;

from 1870 to 1913 has just 
been 
issued by Director William J. H arris 
of the Bureau of the Ccn.-us, D ep art­ 
ment of 
Commerce. 
The 
bulletin 
gives information 
for 
the 
United 
States as a whole and for each state 
sep arately , and it is now ready for 
distribution. 


According to 
thi-' 
bulletin, 
the 
total debt of the 48 stats govern­ 


m e nt s on June 
30. 1913, amounted to 
$422,790,525. 
Of this total, 
$403,- 
3GG.5G9 rep resented funded debt, and 
$19,429,95(1 
represented 
floating 
debt. 
Of the funded debt, $304,830,~ 
427 are represented in bonds 
and 
*38.530,112 are special debt 
obliga­ 
tions to public trust funds. 
As an otTsetting item against this 
total debt of the 48 states govern- 
$70,980,571 in sink ing 
fund 
assets, 
leaving their debt (less sink ing fund 
assets), $345,942,305. 
The per cap i­ 
ta debt for the 48 states amounted 
to $3.57 on June 30, 1913. 
In contrast with the debt of the 
4S Mate governments, the 
national 
government had a total debt on June 
30, 1913, of $2,910,204,914. 
Of this 
total, the funded debt amounted to 
$2,540,523,329, 
while 
the 
floating 
debt amounted to $375,081,585. 
Of 
the funded debt, the bonded indebt­
